The teachers of the different schools for the past vear have 
done good, faithful work, and are to be commended for the 
interest they have manifested in the pupils under their instruc- 
tion. The practice of retaining teachers for more than one 
term has prevailed to a large extent, and has had an influence 
for good in the school so favored. 

A new birch floor has been laid in the East Plainfield 
schoolhouse. New seats are needed to replace the old benches 
now in use, and the town should appropriate money for this 
purpose. One side of the roof of the Brook schoolhouse has 
been shingled; the other must be shingled this year, and the 
inside of the building painted. The citizens at the west 
end of the town desire a graded school at the Plain. This will 
call for a new schoolhouse with two rooms, or an addition 
to the old one. This subject will be presented for considera- 
tion at the annual school meeting. 

We are using at the present time the following series of 
books: Cyr Readers with supplementary reading consisting 
of Carpenter’s Geographical Readers, Mrs. Dana’s “‘ Plants 
and their Children,’ Dr. Lockwood’s book on Birds, and 
Williams’ Choice Literature; Normal Spellers; Metcalf’s Eng- 
lish Grammar; Milne’s Arithmetic, with Dunbar’s for sup- 
plementary work ; NaturalGeography ; Blaisdell’s Physiology; 
Duntonian Vertical Writing books; Montgomery’s History; 
and Dole’s American Citizen. 

Our registers show frequent visits by the mothers; why 
not by the fathers? The knowledge that friends are interested 
in him, and will visit the school in order to learn of his pro- 
ficiency, is a great stimulus to a pupil to do his best. 

In order to secure the best results, students must attend 
regularly. This coming one day and staying away the next 
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results in poor work on the part of the student, and hard, 
unsatisfactory work on the part of the teacher. Students 
enter the Academy, in many cases, with a poor preparation. 
For this poor fit, the students themselves are, in a measure, 
responsible, because of irregularity in attendance. 

In order to secure the services of good teachers, the town 
must pay fair wages; otherwise, young women will not 
remain with us for any length of time. It is rather a difficult 
matter to secure the services of competent teachers for our 
small schools, inasmuch as the pay is too small to make it an 
object for desirable young women to take these schools and to 
keep them. If our young people are to receive a good fit for 
the Academy or for life, the town must raise money enough to 
secure the services of enthusiastic teachers for its small schools 
as well as for its large schools, and to keep every school in ses- ° 
sion for at least thirty weeks in the year. Then, if parents see 
to it that the scholars attend regularly, our schools will send 
out young people well fitted for their work. The Academy 
does not desire students who are not thoroughly prepared for 
course work, and would refuse admission to any such if the 
town would make it possible for even the smaller schools to 
keep scholars, and to give them a suitable fit. At present it is 
oftentimes advisable for the Academy to accept a young per- 
son who is poorly fitted, rather than to refuse him admission 
and to send him back to a school where he will be unable to 
get a fit, no matter how long he might stay. 


We wish to thank the citizens, teachers, and pupils for the 
courtesies shown us in our work; particularly, Mr. Rogers of 
the True division for giving the use of a room in his own 
home for the winter session, and for the donating of dry, hard 
wood during the whole year for school use.
